N the shores of Lake Winder- 

mere, British Columbia, there 
transpired recently an event which 
will be incorporated in the history of 
Canada. This was the dedication of 
a Memoria! Fort erected to David 
Thompson, Canada’s greatest geo- 
grapher and surveyor. 

The Fort, which is the largest 
log building in Canada, was erected 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and the Hudson’s Bay Company; and 
it will be used in future as a 
museum 

With faces painted in the bright- 
est hues, and attired in colorful tri- 
bal costumes, Indians from the 
Kootenay and Shuswap reserves 
were the principal attraction at this 
inspiring event, Their teepees were 
pitched on the top of the hill sur 
rounding the Fort. As dusk fell 
they lit camp fires and soon the 
visitors from Eastern and Western
